disclosed by Murphy et al., col. 5, lines 51-61. In other words, Murphy et al. discloses supplying 
separate lines of slurry, additives, and water into a container prior to supplying the mix into the 
pad. Chamberlin et al. teaches supplying the fluids in form of mist, thus Murphy et al. modified 
by Chamberlin et al., to reduce costs, i.e., supplying the fluids into the container in the form of 
mist and then supplying the mix into the pad meets all the limitations.
